Three Trains Wrecked in a Snowstorm in

Dean, Ore., Nov. 22. 
HE tug Fearless of Coos 
Bay, Capt. James Hill 
commanding, ran on to 
the North Spit at the 
mouth of the Umpqua 
River Tuesday eving 
and soon went to pieces, 
not one ot the crew or 
passengers escaping. 
She was on her return 
trip from Astoria,where 
sue had to goto take a 
lot of Chinamen lately 
discharged from the canneries on Coos Bay. 
At 3 p. m. Tuesday she was seen off Upper Ten 
Mile, steaming slowly down the coast just out- 
side the breakers, which were runnning very 
high, and at 6 o’clock her whistle was 
heard off the mouth of the Umpqua. 
Before 7 she gave three sharp whistles, 
which was the last beard of her until the next 
morning, when her pllot- house with the end 
stove in, asmall boat, one side of her hull 
and numerous small pieces were discovered 
coming up the river with the tide. The 
steamer Juno at once steamed down to the 
mouth of the river and puta searching party 
ashore and the beach was patrolled for miles 
to the south, but no bodies were discovered. 
Other parties from the north reported that 
they had seen no bodies in that direction, The 
general impression of sea-faring men is that 
she sprung a leak andthe Captain attempting 
to get into the river in order to save the lives 
ofthoseon board, either miscalculated his 


,0sition or was blown out of his course by the

ber lost is said to be from ten to fifteen souls. 
The Fearless was not generally considered 
seaworthy.

Sinking of ithe Steamer Manhattan. 


New YorkK, Nov. 22.—The Old Dominion 
steamship Manhattan, which left this city for 
West Point, Va., at 4 o’clock last Tuesday 
afternoon, with thirty-five passengers, col- 


lidea with the schooner Agnes Manning, from 
Baltimore for New York, aud went to the bot- 
tom. At least fifteen lives are supposed to 
have been lost. The first information at 
the disaster was given In the Associated Press 
dispatch from New London. Atthe company’s 
office the information received pointed to the 
fact that in all probability over twenty per- 
sons have been lost. The vessel’s crew.num- 
bered thirty-two. She also carried three 
steerage passengers. The names of only a 
few of the crew are known by the Old 
Dominion people. The manager of the com- 
pany said that the vessels on his line ex- 
change crews at the end of each trip and it 
was impossible to state which of the employes 
of the compaay were on board the Man- 
hattan. ‘The Manhattan was valued at 
$150,000. She carried a very small cargo— 
only 166 tons of general merchandise, 
principally zroceries and dry goods. There 
was noinsurance onthe steamer. The Man- 
hattan was a wooden vessel, schooner rigged, 
of 1,155 tons burden, and was built at Chester, 
Pa., in 1879. The fact that the schooner 
the steamer collided 
arrived in Philadelphia compar- 
atively safe an makes no report of 
loss of life or sinking of the other vessel, sug- 
gests the fear that most of the Manhbattan’s 
crew have been drowned. Besides the cap- 
tain ofthe schooner reports that the com- 
mander ofthe steamer refused to give the 
name of his vessel when signalled to do 80 by 
the captain of the Manning. 

Fenwick Island, where the collision occurred, 
is on the Delaware coast and on tbe dividing 
line between Delaware and Maryland. It Is 
twenty wiles south of Cape Henlopen. This is 
the second vessel lost by collision by the Old 
Dominion company in less than @ month’s 
time. On the 29th of October last theirsteamer 
Cleopatra was sunk off the Delaware Uapes by 
colliding with the steamboat Orystal Wave. 
Happily no lives were lost then. 


Trains Wrecked inja Snow-Sterm. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 22,—A Journal's 
special from Missoula, Mont., says: A ter- 
rific snow-storm struck here about 5 o’ciock 
this morning and is still raging in all ite fury. 
All trains on the Northern Pacific Road have 
been blocked, and two serious wrecks are re- 
ported near Bonner, 4 town about seven miles 
east of here on the banks of the Hell 
Gate River. Several trainmen were 
injured and a special train conveying physi- 
cians and local railroad officiais have gone to 
the scene of the wreck. This is the third

THE NEW PARTY PLAN. 
STATE eee eee ‘MEETING 
TO LEARN HOW IT is WORKING. 


The Committee Will Assemble at the La- 
clede Hotel To-Morrow—Reports From 
Each School District in the State Ex- 
pected—New Secretary to Be Elected— 
A Few Probable Vacancies. P 


The Democratic State Central Committee 
will meet to-morrow at the Laclede Hotel, 
and the session will undoubtedly be an inter- 
esting. one, as it will afford the first oppor- 
tunity for ascertaining how the plan for 
State organization adopted last February 10 
working. This knowledge the members of 
the committee have been most anxious to 
obtain, and the meeting to-morrow will there- 
fore most likely be well attended. 

After the last State campaign it was decided 
that some better plan of organization than 
had been followed up to that time was imper- 
atively necessary for a continuance of the 
party’s prosperity. In order to get up a plan 
which would fully meet the exigencies of the 
occasion the Chairman of the State Committee, 
Mr. Charles Hamt, called a convention of the 
chairman of Congressional, Judicial and 
County Oom mittees and presidents of all Dem- 
ocratic clubs to meet atthe Exposition build- 
ing and consider this momentous question. 


The meeting was held last February. A com- 
mittee to draw up plans for organization was 
appointed and Mr. George Jackson of Se- 
dalla made Chairman. After debating on the 
subject for several hours the committee pres- 
ented to the convention a majority and a 
minority report. Both were unacceptable to 
the convention. 
LIEUT.-GOV. BALL'S PLAN. 

Lieut.-Gov. Ball then arose in the con- 
vention and offered a resolution to the effect 
that the party be organized by school dis- 
tricts and that a committee of five in 
each school district be appointed for 
this purpose. These committees were 
to report to the chairman of the 
County Committee, he in turn to the State 
Committeeman representing the district in 
which his county was locuted, and the State 
Committeeman to the Chairman of 
the State Committee. This resolution 
was unanimously adopted by:the convention, 
which then adjourned. The school district 
committees were appointed with full instruc- 
tions as to thei@ duties, and the machinery of 
the party is supposed to have been working 
nicely and effectively ever since. It is to as- 
certain whether it needs any repairs or oiling 
that the meeting to be held to-morrow was 
principally calied. 

‘*There has been a great deal of talk, said 
Mr. Charles Maffit to-day, ‘‘about the com- 
mittee not doing anything, but it seems to 
me they have done a good deal—much more 
than most State Committees. We had a con- 
vention last February of the Chairmen of the 
various Democratic Committees and the Pres- 
idents of all Democratic Clubs and per- 
fected a plan of organization. That planisa 
good one and has been in effect ever since the 
convention which adopted it washsid. Of 
course if the School District Committees do 
not take ehough interest in their party’s wel- 
fareto attendtothe duties assigned to them 
that is unfortunate. 

Is there any reason to belleve that they 
have not?’’

FELL AT THE FIRsT SHOT. 


A Brooklyn Elevated Koad Official Killed 
by a Woman. 


NEw YorK, Nov. 22.—Stephen L. Pettus, 
Secretary and Tressurer of the Brooklyn 
Union Elevated Railroad and a member ot 
the firm of Pollard, Pettus & Co. of 54 Broad 
atreet, was shot dead herethis morning ia 
front of No. 10 Fulton street by a Miss Hannah 
Southworth, who refused to give her address 
to the police when arrested. 


Just before 10 o’clock, while Fulton street. 
was crowded with people who had just landed 
from a Brooklyn ferryboat, a woman 
wearing a sealskin sack trimmed with black 
fur was seen hurrying along behind a well- 
dressed man wearing a derby hat. Whenin 
front of No, 10 she pulled a large Smith & 
Wesson revolver, 38 caliber, from beneath 
ber dress and fired five shots in quick 
succession atthe man in front of her, al- 
though he fell at the first shot. In fact, the 
woman continued firing until every chamber 
of the revolver was emptied: As the victim 
writhed and tossed in agony on the

Girault and Schenze of the Algerian Mission. 
Among principal officers of the Pasha are 
Vakeers of the Equatorial Province and Awash 
Effendi of the Second Battalion. Since leay- 
ing Victoria Nyanza we have lost eighteen of 
the Pasha’s people and one native of 
Zanzibar, who was killed while 
we were parleying with hostile people. 
Every other expedifionI have led has seen 
the 14 of our labors as we drew near 
the sea, but I cannot say the same of this one. 
Our long string of hammock bearers tells a 
different tale, and until we place these poor 
things on shipboard there will be no rest for 
us. The worst of it is we have not the priv- 
lege of showing at Zanzibar the full extent of 
our labors. After carrying some of them 1,000 
miles, fighting to the right and left of the sick, 
driving Warasura from their prey over Ringo 
and ranges of mountains, with every energy on 
the full strain, they slip through our bands 
and die in hammocks. 

One lady, 75 years old, the mother of the 
Valkiel, died inthis manner. In North Usu- 
kuma, south of Victoria Nyanza, we had as 
stirring a time for four days as we had any- 
where. For those four days we had continu- 
ous fighting during the greater part of the 
daylight hours, The foolish natives took an 
unaccountable prejudice tothe Pasha’s peo- 
ple. They insisted that they were cann/bais 
and had come to their country for no good, 
Talking to them was of no use. Any attempt 
at disproof drove them into a white hot rage, 
and in their mad flinging of themselves on us 
they suffered. I am advised that the route to 
the sea, via Simba Mwene, isthe best for the 
one thing that specially appears desirable 
to me, an abundance of food. I propose to 
adopt thut line. As regards the danger of 
an attack one road seems to me tobe as bad 
as another. 

We have made the unexpected discovery 
of real value in Africa of the cousiderable ex- 
tension of the Victoria Nyanza to the south- 
west. The utmost southerly reach of this 
extension is south latitude 20.48, which brings 
Victoria Sea within 155 miles only from Lake 
Panganiki. Meckay showed me tbe latest 
maps published by the society, and I saw that 
not one had even asuspicion of it. On the 
road here I made a rough sketch of it, and I 
find that the area of the great lake is now in- 
creased by this discovery to 26,900 
square miles, which is just about 1,900 
square miles larger than the reputed 
exaggeration of Capt. Speke. If you 
will glance at the map toward the southwest 
you will find that the coast line runs about 
west northwest and east southeast, but this 
coast line so drawn consists mainly of a series 
of large and mountainous islands, many of 
them well peopled, which overlap one 
another. South of these islands is a large 
body of water just discovered. Lake Uriji, 
also of which Capt. Speke soslightly sketched, 
turns out co be a very respectable lake, with 
populated islands in it.

WRITE SLOWLY. 


Leisurely Composition Makes It Possible to 
Perfect Literary Work. 


From the Writer. 

The one absorbing object of this breathless 
age seems to be rapidity. In putting down 
Ideas on paper, no other quality seems to be 
taken into account. The typewriting machine 
that can be made to pring 144 words in a min- 
ute crows over the machine that can compass 
only 126 words a minute. 

There are indeed some kinds of work, I con- 
cede,in whichutmost rapidity is the paramount 
requisite; such work as copying,taking notes, 


reporting, belongs to this class. And I plead 
a native bias toward rapid work in penman- 
ship as strong as anybody’s; in fact, if my 
own experience had not demonstrated 
thoroughly that in some kinds of work, and 
especially in original composition, the more 
baste the less speed, I should be driving my 

en as fast as it could possibly go, for that is 

ndeed my impulse. As a matter of fact, 

however, I purposely put on the brakes; I am 
writing this with an old-fashioned quill pen, 
partly, perhaps, because I have come to like 
the ~queak of it, and und it the easiest to the 
fingers of any pen in the world, but princi- 
pally because it compels somewhat slower and 
more deliberate work. 

Why, then, seek for slowness? Because 
there isan interval betweon the first incep- 
tion of the sentence in the mina and its final 
form on paper, which, to him who has learned 
to utilize it, is the most valuable moment 
of composition. I would not take a great 
deal for that interval; the time that 
I lose therein is time gained. For in that 
brief time allthe mechanical and grammati- 
cal questions are debated and settled. In 
every sentence I have here made, such as it 
is, while my quill has been squeaking through 
one word after another, my thoughts have 
been continually running ahead and taking 
care of the verbs and the pronouns, and the 
commas and the semicolons; so that when the 
oe gy caught up its exact work was ready 
or t. °

The American ones have never 
had any checks or stops since they have been 
at work, but hate performed their duty with 
unbroken regularity. 
LAST DAYS OF THE FAIR. 

These last days of the Exposition have 
broaght about no diminution in the crowds of 
spectators. People go there in as great num 
bers as heretofore, but they have 
now deserted the grounds and the gar- 
dens and the exterior pavililons for the 
great halls ot the industrial and art 
exhibits. The latter, dhd especially the gal-

I told herthatit was, andshe gazed at the 
plump comfortable-looking image of that 
nobie female philanthropist with the rapt ex- 
pression ot a devotee before the picture of a 
saint. ‘‘So shines a ood deed in this 
naughty world!’’ In that vast division 
of the palace on the Champ de 
Mars, with the choicest gems of 
modern art set forth on every side, this por- 
trait draws homage to itself as the North Pole 
attracts the needle, by the sheer force of the 
goodness and generosity of the original. Ido 
not know whoit was that lately got his or 
her brains addled by trying to compute the 
value of the pictures exhibited in that depart- 
ment alone. In view of the prices lately ob- 
tained for the works of Corot, and Rousseau, 
and Troyon, and Millet, the total must have 
footed up rapidly to a colossal 
figure. One work by the last- 
named painter, bought by a French lady, 
to present to the uvre, bas just been 
acquired ata cost of $80,000. The insurance 
on this peerless loan collection amounts to 
fifty millions of dollars, and were it to be de- 
stroyed, not even that sum would avail to 
make good the loss. 


MEISSONIER’S PROTEST. 

In the department of contemporary French 
art, the rewards accorded tothe painters are, 
in accordance with the usual custom, pla- 
carded on the frames ot the pictures. One of 
the Parisian papers declared that Meissonier 
had protested against this action, except 
so far as the foreign artists were con- 
cerned. If so, the cantankerous Little Great 
Master had been overruled. Even the indig- 
nant rejection by some of the French painters 
ofthe medals bestowed upon them as not 
only not being what they deserved, but less 
in importance than recompenses they had 
already won, have been wholly ignored. Ben- 
jamin Constant’s magnificent exhibi: bears 
the announcement of his gold medal, and M. 
Leon Gompette’s fine group of portraits sets 
forth the very inadequate record ac- 
corded to him, namely, a silver one. The 
reason for these and other flagrant 
evidences of injustice on the part of the 
French art jury, is said to be due to the strong 
leaning of the powers that be towards the 
school of the Impressionists. Their chief, 
Manet, who painted at one time the portrait 
of M. Antonin Proust, is largely represented 
in the department of retrospective art, while 
the talent of Cabonel, whose influence on 
contemporary art was so extensive and 80 
salutary, is shown forth by two portraits 
only, neither of which is one of his great 
masterpieces, the likenesses of the founders 
of the order of the Little Sisters ofthe Poor.

A CUP OF TEA, 


How to Make It Properly and How to 
Spoil It. 


From the London Telegraph. 

It seems a simple thing enough; yet of the 
millions who use this refreshing and agreea- 
bie beverage a very small proportion under- 
tand how to prepare it. Butif not properly 
made, tea is deprived ofa great deal of its 
value, and sometimes rendered absolutely in- 
jurious, The water to be used should boil, and 
it should be puured on the tea immediately it 
bolls ;if allowed to overboli tne peculiar proper. 


ty of boiling water which acts upon tea evap- 
orates and eventually disappears. Tea shouid 
not be a decoction, butan infusion. If allowed 
to stew it becomes little better than a decoc- 
tion of tannic acid. Tea that ie ove: drawn is 
hurtful to the nerves and to the digestion. As 
to the precise number of minutes whieh 
should be devoted to the process of drawing, 
some people will say five minutes, some 
seven, some will perhaps 30 as fer as 
ten, but our experience is in favor of 
six; this suffices to bring out the flavor, 
quality and strength. Just as much 
tea as is wanted should be made—no more. 
Make fresh tea as often as it is required. The 
replenishing of the teapot with fresh bot 
water is very objectionabie. As the thorough 
heating of the receptacle is of the first import- 
ance, the teapotshould be made thoroughly 
hot before the tea is put in it. The earthen- 
ware teapot is p eférred to all others by many 
connoisseurs, and itissuperfluous to say that 
whatever utensil is used for this purpose 
should be immaculately clean. 

Tea is an extremely delicate article. Its 
susceptibility to the odors of commodities 
near itis asonree of danger and ceteriora- 
tion, as it readily takes up the smell of coffee, 
cocoa, spices, cheese, bacon, or other artictes 
of pronounced odor. The complaints some- 
times made about tea would probably not 
arise if always kept in places free from such 
contagion. Tea should be stored in a warm 
dry place; unnecessary exposure to the air 
should be avoided. Even when 
securely packed in the leaded chests 
in which it arrives in England, 
the change from the glowing heat of Eastern 
skies to the damp and humid atmosphere of 
this climate deprives tea of mucu of its beau- 
t.ful fragrance. Tea of much better quality 
than is generally dispensed at our railway 
stations and refreshmentrooms can be bought 
at 28. per pound. A pound of tea would make 
128 cups. This is considerabie less than a 
farthing per cup. You may well ask why is it 
that we should be still charged 4d. and 6d. 
„for a little hot milk and water slightly 
flavored with undesirabie tannin.’’ 


BATHING THE BABY. 


Some Good Advice From the ‘‘Cultiva- 


tor.’’ 


‘‘T always dread the hour for my baby’s 
bath, said a young mother with whom I was 
spending the day recently, ‘‘and Iam quite 
sure the poor little fellow dreads it as much 
as I do, for he cries and struggles so that I am 
almost tempted to omit it whenever he is a lit- 
tle unwell, orlam unusually tired. I feel as 
if we were neither of us equal to it. 

Now, no baby naturally dislikes being 


wasbed, and I knew there was something 
wrong somewhere. A baby is like a horse, 
quick to — to the mood of the one who 
is handling bim. The mother’s fear trans- 
mitted itself the child, and so both had a sad 
time of what both should have enjoyed. I 
have never forgotten the lessons of a dear old 
nurse, and in the hope of belping some frail 
mother whose joy in the posse-sion of ber 
first-born is tempered by the consciousness of 
her inabiilty to care for him properly, I will 
give some of ber rules. 

Choose the time inthe morning when he is 
the most wakeful for the first bath under this 
new regime,and afterward always give the 
bath at that hour. After a few days he will 
naturally keep awake until the same hour. 
Most babies takean early morning nap; the 
bath should come afterthis, and at least an 
hour after his breakfast. Get everything in 
readiness before you bein, in order not to 
make him nervous bydelays. Fill the tub 
two-thirds full, and be sure that the water is 
exactly the right température. If it is too hot 
or too cold he will shrink from it ever after- 
wards. It should be a little more than blood 
warm, and your hand, which is much less 
susceptible than his tender body, is no test. 
Plunge. your elbow in, but a safe rule is one 
part boiling water and five of cold. 

A half-teaspoonful of borax will make him 
clean and sweet, and in hot weather a small 
handful of sea salt which comes in boxes 
ready prepared forthe bath will strengthen 
him. A silk sponge, a piece of seentlees soap, 
towels and all his little clean clothes, must 
also be in readiness. Lay a large piece 
of old blanket with a piece of rubber cloth 
under it in your lap, dsrobe his baby ma- 
esty, lay him on his stomach and sponge 
him all over quickly, being very careful not 
to let soap and water getin his eyes or ears. 
Wet and soap the sponge, and wash carefully 
in the creases ofthe neck and arms and un- 
der his arms, lathering the stomach well to 

et upacirculation. Nowlower bim gently 
ntothe tub andamuse him by letting him 
splash the water with his hands while you 
sponge him rapidly all over the body for four 
or five minutes. 

Many young mothers areclumsy and awk- 
ward, and baby, who knows a good deal more 
than you give him credit for, feels that he is 
not treated properly, and resents itin the 
only way possible to him, bythe free use of 
his lungs. Lift bim «ut on a piece of dry 
blanket, cover him with a soft Turkish towel 
and dry thoroughly; then rub chest, back, 
armpits and the entire body well with an old 

iece of gauze flannel. All this takes longer 
nthe telling thanin the doing. Plain rice 
8 is the safest and best. By the time 

aby is arrayed in bis dainty, clean garments 


he will be tired and ready for his next meal,

DEATHS IN NEW YORK. 


An Interesting Analysis of the Causes Dur- 
ing the Year 1888. 


From the New York Herald. 

Perhaps it is a subject of comparatively 
small interest to a man what disease he is 
destined to die with; neither can any prophet 
certainly tell him. But the statistics of death 
in the city and the theory of chances as 
worked by the insurance companies may help 
one to guess at it it he is curious in that way. 
The statistics may be found in the report of 


all deaths in the city forthe year 1888, just 
published bythe Health Department. It 10 
the first one published in many years. 

There were 40,175 deaths in the city in that 
year, which made a death rate of 26.38 per 
1,000. The most fatal disease was phthisis 
which had 5,260 victims. Less than halfo 
these were nstives of this country, 2,809 being 
foreign born. Nextto phthisis as the great 
destroyer of human life in the city is pneu- 
monia, which killed 4,288. This was more 
fatal to natives than to foreignere—a fact ac- 
counted for by its fatality in very early life, 
for over nine hundred of its victims were un- 
der one year old. In fact, it is in thecity 
one of the serious maladies of child life, for 
1,828 of the victims were under five years of 
age. If we consider the fatality of this disease 
with children and with immigrants, the indi- 
cation is that the full-grown native has ac- 
quired a good constitutional capacity. to re- 
sist its assauit. 

It is a striking fact thatin more than half of 
all the deaths in the city the victims are chil- 
dren, and 858 of these are very small 
children; wherefore we may assume 
that in thecity the children do not have 
all their normal chances of life, and grown 
persons have more chances, and are less likely 
to die from trivial causes than they are in 
other places. Vehicles in the street kilied 100 

ersons, which is certainly a large aggrexate 

or such a cause, and indicates that reckless 
driving is a subject worthy the particular at- 
tention of the police. 

One notable fact in this statement of the 
causes of death appears in the record of two 
causes particularly-fatal to children—cholera 
infantum and the diarrh@a of young children 
killed 3,215, or more between them than any 
malady, excepting only pneumonia and 
phthisis—and the figures are apparentiy 
against the endurance of native children. 
From cbolera infantum there died 1,550 natives 
against 28 foreigners, and from diarrb@a 1,423 
natives against 214 fv reigners. 

Do the foreign born babies stand the dis- 
eases of our climate better than the natives? 
As the victims of these diseases are very 

oung children—a large proportion of them 

elug less than 1 year old—the words 
„native and ‘‘foreign’’ have not the sig- 
nificance that they have with regard to those 
of other diseases, for the word ‘‘native 
does not in this case imply that the person is 
one who inherits some condition of system in 
which there isan acquired toleration for the 
hard conditions of lifein our climate. The 
baby born here a few days after arrival of an 
immigrant mother is a native, as it appears 
in the statistical reports, but in all other re- 
spects it is as much aforeigner as its mother. 
But tne difference is so great that perhaps it 
cannot be all accounted for by an explanation 
that puts aside the ordinary meaning of the 
word ‘‘native.’’ 

These diseases are due in great part to bad 
feeding, and the foreign mother commonly 
nurses her baby, while the native mother has 
acquired the bad habit of depending upon a 
feeding bottle and various vile combinations 
of artifical food. 

In Paris they are pushing very closely just 
now an inquiry into the condition of the milk 
sold in the city in its relation to infant mor- 
tality. This inquiry is made especially with a 
view to the possible influence of the milk in 
eausing tuberculosis. It is said that 2,000 
children die in Paris every year from tubercu- 
losis. Wehave comparatively few deaths of 
young children from that cause, dut the milk 
sold in the shops is the basis of the food of an 
army of babies, and an irritable quality in it 
may be the origin of many evils just short of 
tuberculosis. 


WHAT HE sHOULD DRINK. 


Morning Cocktails Are the Worst Pessible 
Things. 


From the American Analyst. 

If a man must drink, the best thing he can 
take with his meals 1s a little claret or light 
Rhine wine, and if he wants something a 
little stronger, pure Scotch whisky is the 
best thing he can have. The habit of taking a 
drink early in the morning—we mean by a 
drink acocktail or stimulant of that kind, 
commonly cailed an eye opener—is one of the 


worst things that can possibly be done. The 
effect of alcohol is to inflame the stomach, 
and it wllldo this even when diluted with 
food or anything else, and will dosoa great 
deal more when taken on an empty stomach 
early inthe morning. Menshould not main- 
tain their strength throughout tne day by 
taking stimulants. To keep up by the means 
of alcohol is very bad, and by and by the sys- 
tem will break down under it. 

The best drink that a man can possibly take 
is milk. Milk, though, is hardly a drink. One 
can live longer on it than on any one thing. 
Milk is more nearly a perfect food than any 
thing; it contains more elements that goto 
build up the system than any other article. 
Early in the morning the best drink to take 
is water. Tnat is, if one must drink; but if 
he can get along without drinking so much 
the better. Some drink hot water, some cold, 
and some hot and cold milk. Allof these are 
good in thelr way. Tea and coffee drunk in 
moderation will not hurt anybody, although 
they are both stimulants.

IS IT WILLFUL INEFFICIENCY ? 

Nearly two weeks have passed since the 
SunpaY Post-Dispatca disclosed the 
wholesale operations of the lottery agents 
and their defiant violations of the laws. 
In this time, although the violations have 
continued, only five law-breakers have 
been arrested. Three of the prisoners 
have been released on account of the 
stupid blundering of the police and of the 
other twothe conviction of one is made 
extremely doubtful, because the police 
willfully avoided the very charge on which 
conviction could be assured and selected 
two others of an uncertain nature. 

The Post-DISPaTCH stated that over one 
hundred lottery agents are actively en- 
gaged in breaking the law by selling lot- 
tery tickets. It gave the names and ad- 
dresses of twenty-nine lottery agents. It 
pointed out that a disreputable sheet in 
this city printed lottery advertisements 
continually—almost daily. Since these 
revelations were made and the police 
were urged todo their duty, the farcical 
arrests already mentioned constitute the 
results of police work. 

The indifference of the police authori- 
ties on the subject is so strange as to be 
unaccountable on any other ground ex- 
cept unwillingness to enforce the laws. 
For some unknown reason the. Police 
Board allowed nearly a week to pass be- 
fore taking action on the outrageous de- 
flance of law disclosed. When the board 
finally ordered Chief HUEBLER to prose- 
cute the lottery men vigorously the Chief, 
with 621 officers and all the machinery of 
the law at his command, is able to show 
only one arrest in which conviction is 
reasonably certain. 

The case of the publication of lottery 
advertisements by the local lottery organ 
isthe strongest of all. An editor, who 
may or may not be proved responsible, is 
the only person connected with it ar- 
rested. The Congressman, who is the 
President of the publishipg company, and 
the business manager of the sheet have 
not been molested. The charges brought 
against the arrested editor are the weakest 
that could be found. 

The record of the last two weeksis far 
more disgraceful than that of the previ- 
oustwo years. It isa case of knowing 
what to do and not doing it. It looks like 
protecting criminals, and like willful in- 
efficiency badly concealed under a hypo- 
critical show of activity. és

SERIOUS internal complications and per- 
haps civil war are expected to grow out 
of the steps taken to reconstruct the Gov- 
ernment of Brazil, and already the hope 
is generally expressed in Berlin that the 
200,000 Germans settled in Southern Brazil 
may ask for protection and give the Ger- 
man Government a pretext for interfering 
with the co-operation of Great Britain.

Cases Against the Lotter 
Men If They Try.

A RECORD WHICH PROVES HOW UTTERLY 
NEGLIGENT THEY WERE UNTIL THEIR 
LASSITUDE WAS POINTED OUT. 


For Sixty-Nine Days Preceding Nevember 
11, Not One Arrest Was Made, But 
Seven Were Made and Eight Cases Se- 
cured in the Succeeding Ten Days— 
William Shaw Is Found Guilty of Selling 
Lottery Tickets and Fined $100—John 
Gilbert, Against Whom There Are Two 
Warrants, Leaves the City—Mr. Overall 
Says the Board Will Act In Its Own Way 
and In Its Own Time and Take the Re- 
sponsibility. — 


The Post-DispatcH has done something 
towards suppressing lottery in St. Louis. If 
it is not assisted by the police to any extent, 
alone it has succeeded in making the courts 
give proper attention to the cases brought 
before them, and when a vender is convicted 
he Is not given the accustomed fine of.$10 and 
cost, which is never collected, and permitted 
to go. 

William Shaw was tried in the Court of 
Criminal Correction this morning on a charge 
of selling lottery tickets. He was convicted 
and a fine of 100 and costs was imposed. This 
was a decided departure from the old methuds 
and itis safe to say that this fine will not be 
remitted. 

The lottery venders will, no doubt, be sur- 
prised when they findthat a conviction has 
actually been secured anda fine of $100 im- 
posed. They have thought and said that they 
were not likely to have any trouble, and they 
have not been frightened by the crusade the 
POST-DISPATCH has made against them, but 
this fine will probably open their eyes. 

Several other cases are pending and their 
disposition will be watched with Interest, one 
phase of it particularly. It has 
been understood between the police 
and the Court of Criminal Correction, 
that when a lottery vender pleaded guilty he 
should receive only a fine of $10 and costs, and 
the record shows that that has been the 
penalty imposed whenever a piea of guilty has 
been entered within the last five years. It 
will be interesting, now, to know whether in 
such a casethe old agreed fine will be im 
posed or whether the court wil 
make the guilty ones pay a heavier 
price for carrying on their business. 
In most cases of convictions $10 and costs has 
been the sentence, and the fact that the 
court varied from its rule and this time mul- 
tiplied the fine by ten leads to the hope that it 
will ignore the understanding with the police 
and in all cases impose a sentence that will in 
some degree serve to deter the venders from 
continuing their unlawful business. 

The expose has had another good effect. It 
has proved beyond a doubt that the police are 
mistuken when they say the reason they have 
not brought more vases into court is because 
of the difficuities in the way of obtaining evi- 
dence. Evidence may be obtained with com- 
paratively little difficulty if the police only 
try, and the facts prove it. 

During the year beginning November 12, 1888, 
and ending November 12, 1889, the police made 
but 28 arrests and the total number of cases brought 
on those 28 arrests was 46. 

From Aprill to August 3, 1889, the total 
number of arrests was 12 and the total number 
of cases 21. Ot these 15 were continued gen- 
erally, I was nollé prossed, 1 was dismissed 
for want of prosecution, 2 were dismissed on 
theevidence and in 1 there was a plea of 
guilty and a fine of $10 and costs. 


FROM AUGUST 3 TO NOVEMBER 10 
THERE WAS NOT A SINGLE ARREST. 

On November 10 the first article in the Post- 
DISPATCH appeared, showing how the author- 
ities connived at the violations of the law. 

Between November l0and November 20 there 
were seven arrests and one warrant was 
sworn out, which has not been served, be- 
cause the man against whom it is directed is 
in New York. 

And. one of these men has already been 
tried, convicted and fined $100 and costs. 

That is the way the cases stand, During 
the sixty-nine days preceding the publica- 
tion in the ‘‘Post-Dispatch’’ not one case 
was brought. During the ten days succeed- 
ing it eight cases were brought, and in two 
days more there was one conviction. 

WHY COULD THE POLICE SECURE NO 
EVIDENCE IN SIXTY-NINE DAYS, YET 
OBTAIN EVIDENCE AGAIN-T SEVEN 
MEN IN KIGHT CASES WITHIN TEN 
DAYS? 

Lottery was conducted openly in the city, 
tickets were sold without any attempt to con- 
ceal the name or location of the venders, and 
still are, drawings were dail held 
by three local lotteries, an still 
are, and lottery in St. Louis was 
not interfered with in any way by the police 
authorities. The publicity given to these 
facts and the plain way in which the culpabie 
negligence of the police was pointed out has 
stirred them to activity, and in spite of their 
protestations that it was almost impossible 
to obtain evidence they have shown 
that evidence could be obtained 
and cases made where there was a disposition 
to doit. They have shown by the evidence of 
three warrants that alleged newspapers which 
openly print and circulate advertisements of 
lotteries could be brought into court and made 
to answer tor their crimes. They have shown 
that the only reason lottery is not put down in 
St. Louis is because the police have not tried 
to put it down, 

But the arrest, prosecution and coaviction 
of the small venders is not enough and it will 
not satisfy the public. A Southern lottery has 
its business thoronghly organized bere and 
carried on more systematically than the Police 
Department itself. It has its representa- 
tive in St. Louis, a well-knowa 
man who occupies a e position 
in the community. e is in another 
business than lottery, and that serves to pro- 
tect him, but he is the representative of the 
Southern lottery, he receives ite tickets, dis- 
tributes them to certain venders, receives 
from the venders the money for them and 
sends it to the lottery. He makes thousands 
ot dollars by these transactions, lives well 
aud enjoys a splendid reputation among those 
who do not know of his connection with 
the swindling concern. The fact that he is 
connected with it, however, is known to a 
number of people, but of course t 3 do 
not hear of these things, and while a few 
small venders may be punished for selling 
tickets, the head of the local branch escapes 
punishment and continues to reap bis harvest. 


The One Conviction.

He was 11 
superstitious, he said, and when he had a 
peculiar dream a few weeks ago in 
which several combinations of numbers 
were mixed with visionsof great wealth he 
felt sure that something was meant by it. If 
he could only learn the connection which 
these combinations had with one another he 
felt sure that his fortune would be made. 80 
he had spent all ot his spare time since the 
dream working at the solution. 

Judge Campbell heard his story through 
and found the defendant guilty as charged, 
fixing his punishment at the payment of a fine 
of $100 and costs, and to stand committed 
until such sum was paid, Shaw made no 
motion for anew trial, and in default of pay- 
ment was committed to jail. 5 

The articles captured in the negro’s den 
were peculiar.

These little rolls 
were made from strips of paper cut from 
the leaves of a Bible, the Psalms being prin- 
cipally used. To conduct a drawing three of 
these rolis would be drawn from the box and 
recorded in succession.

Serving Lottery Warrants. 


The warrants sworn out on Wednesday 
charging John Gilbert and William Fraude- 
nau with publishing the advertisements and 
drawings of a Southern lottery, were placed 


in the hands of the Sheriff 8 Deputy 
Sheriff John H. Pohlmann took the Fraucenau 
warrant aud served jit at the latter’s place 
of business. Fraudeman furnished a bond in 
the sum of $300 with Frank Mahon as se- 
curity. This bond war already drawn up and 
was accepted by the Sheriff. The warrant for 
Gilbert was handed to Deputy Dan Ready. He 
went to Giibert’s office and was informed that 
the defendant was out of tBe city, had gone to 
New York City on Monday night on business. 
The warrant has not yet been returned. 


About Mr. Overall’s Return. 


The attitude of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners in this matter is a little peculiar. 
When they were informed by the Post-Dis- 
PATCH that lottery was being run in St. Louis 


they avoided the subject for four days. Their 
regular meeting on Tuesday was adjourned 
over until Thursday. Mr. Overall was 
out ot the city and the did 
not want to take action until his 
return. They referred all questions to Mr. 
Overall, ‘‘the lawyer of the board,’’ and only 
under strong pressure did they consent to is- 
sue the remarkable order instructing the po- 
lice to arrest offenders. Now Mr. Overall bas 
returned and still they bave done nothing. 
Any inquiries made of the Commissioners are 
resented as ifthey were questions concerning 
the private business of these estimable gentie- 
men. Toavoid explaining their strange con- 
duct they withdraw like the slothful snails 
into their shells and replies from them 
are few. Mr. Overall makes the most 
peculiar statement of all. He says the board 
will actin its own way and in its own time. 
Its own way is no way and itsown time will 
never come if the past is any criterion. 
COMMISSIONER GEORGE H. SMALL 

was asked this morning if, now that Commis- 
sioner Overall had returned, the board would 
more positively instruct the police 
with _ reference to the arrest of lottery- 
ticket venders, etc. FTreviously members 
of the board had said that they would not 
take action during the absence of Mr. Overall, 
who isthe lawyer of the board. Mr. Small 
said: We cannot take any more positive 
action than we haveftaken. We did not wait 
for Mr. Overall’s return. We issued an 
order under which the Chief, every captain, 
every sergeant and every patrolman was in- 
structed to arrest every iottery vender or 
gambler. Has not that order been obeyed? I 
think there have been a number of arrests.’’ 

Some five or six, maybe. 

„Well, if the order has not been obeyed 
there may be some room for action on our 
part, but we cannot make a more positive or- 
der. I suppose some time must be allowed to 
make cases, but obedience to the order will 
be demanded.’’ 

The fact remains, however, that the regular 
men have given nomore attention to lottery 
than they did before, and the only work that 
has been done bas been done by the special 
officers detailed tothis work. The order of 
the board has not been obeyed. Lottery 
tickets have been sold on a majority of all the 
public beats in the city, but not a single 
patrolman has made an arrest or discovered a 
case. 

COMMISSIONER B. ¥. HAMMETT 
was asked what action the board had con- 
cluded to take now that Vice- presidentOverall 
bas returned.

POOR HAITIE CUMMINGS. 


The Sad Story of ‘a Betrayed Girl Whe Be- 
came a Morphine Eater,

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—Hattie Cummings, a 
slender, pallid, plainly dressed girl of 17, 
pleaded guilty yesterday in the General Ses- 
sions to stealing several articles of clothing 
from Mrs. Carrie Smith of No. 805 West Nine 
teenth street. Her counsel sald that she was 
entitled to sympathy because she had been 
unfortunate. She was of excellent family, but 


had been betrayed and deserted. She had 

previously been arrested at the instance of 

the father of ber betrayer, when she threat- 

ened to kill the petrayer. She was sentenced 

to the Island for three months. She had be- 

come a victim of the morpbine habit through 

the carelessness ofa physician. The physi- 

clan prescribed morphine for sleeplesg- 

ness and had very carelessly given her 

a prescription that enabled her to 

get morphine at any time. She, however, 

hoped that withthe lenity of the court she 

might wrest herself from the deadly habit 

while in prison and might emerge from prison 

a healthy woman, with mental and physical | 
strength, to renew the battle of life with 

better fortune. Recorder Smyth sentenced 

her to the penitentiary for six months.

She bad re- 

ceived a liberal education, partly at the Villa 
Marie Convent in Montreal and at the 
Convent of the sacred Heart in 
Manhattanville, and spoke six modern 
languages.

She also refused to divulge the name of her 
betrayer or his father, because, she said, the 
former had since her arrest come to her res- 
cue and employed counsel to defena her. He 
had not appeared in court because he did not 
wish to face Recorder Smyth, who knew both 
his father and himself. If it had not been for 
the lack of judgment of the physician who at- 
tended her she would never have become ad- 
dicted t. morphine. Being enabled by the 
possession ot the prescription to get as much 
morphine as she desired, she had increased 
the dose untilit amounted to fifteen grains. 
She had suffered untold tortures after her ar- 
rest through the deprivation of morphine. In 
the Tombs the physicians had prescribed 
bromide, which gave her relief. She believed 
that during her imprisonment she would nat- 
urally conquer the morphine habit, and she 
pleaded guilty more t obtain this rest and 
opportunity to recover her health than %e- 
cause she was guilty.

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A FREIGHT CAR FAMINE OF UNE) 
PROPORTIONS IMPENDING. 


Phenome nally Heavy Crops Make Demands _ 
Upon Railroads That Cannot Be Met—An 
Stock—Several Lines Refuse All Through _ 
tion, 


Never sines railroad lines ran west from 88. 
Louis has there been so great a freight car 
famine as that now prevailing, and the prob- | 

abilities are that matters will be worse before 
they are better. As announced m yes 
terday’s PostT-DisPatcH; for some time 
there has been a serious shortage of 
transportation, but it was hoped that this 
could be overvome before what was simply 
inconvenient became disastrous. Every effort 
was made to recall cars from other lines, and 
the shops were rushed to their utmost ca- 
pacity turning out new freight cars and 
repairing old ones sufficiently to render them 
fit for at least one or two trips more. 

AN UNWIELDY CROP. 

These efforts have proved unavailing. and 
to-day not only St. Louis, but the entire 
West finds itself confronted with a freight-car 
famine of unexampled proportions. At first 
the least fully equipped roads and their 
branches having the smallest amount of 
rolling-stock available were alone inyolved, 
but to-day not a road running in 
or out of the clty knows where 


to turn for cars, and there seems to be little 
chance of an alteration for the better for some 
time to come. In Chicago the state of affairs 
is eveu worse. At this season of the year, 
when the corn crop is beginning to 
move in bulk, there is aiways a 
large demand for transportation, and 
— 1 — were made to meet it, but these 

ave proved to be entirely inadequate, prin- 
cipally on account of the unprecedented 
quantity of miscellaneous freight that bas to 
be moved, The demand for cars to 
transport fruits and vegetables is some- 
thing that has astonished the 
most experienced railroad men, and has ut- 
terly upset all calculations. In one day 500 
carioads of potatoes were received in Chicago 
and 300 carloads of apples, while all other 
fruits and vegetables wére shipped in the 
same proportions. This has greatly reduced 
the cars availabie for transporting corn, but 
an ordinary crop could have been handled 
with little inconvenience. The problem to be 
solved, however, ts now to handle the largest 
corn crop ever grown. 

SHORTAGE OF FREIGHT CARS. 

From ali parts of the country reports are 
coming in that the present crop is larger than 
any that had ever been gathered, and com- 
plaints from all sides have been received that 
the greater part of it cannot be moved be- 
cause of the impossibilty of obtaining rolling 
stock. On the Missouri Pacific lroad, 
one branch at Atchison reports 
shortage of cars. 
branch there is a deficiency of over 600 cars. 
The Nebraska divisions of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy are 600 cars short, and other 
lines are in no better position. An experienced 
railroad man has made a calculation 
which shows a shortage on the West- 
ern roads of from 8, to 5 
cars, and there is no immediate prospect of 
relief, while the pressure of the corn crop for 
transportation is daily growing greater and 
oo ene to increase for at least five 
weeks. 

The railroads have been doing their best to 
break the biockade, but with poor success. 
The disadvantages of the system of allowing 
shippers to use oars as storehouses, which 
was adopted to secure business after the inter- 
state commerce law put astop to the cutting 
of rates, are now being felt most severely. A 
large number of the cars are in the east, and itis 
very difficult to get them back. Were there 
any return freight thecase would be ditferent, 
but there is little or none, and the cars must 
be brought back empty over lines crowded to 
their utmost capacity with east-bound 
freight. With the delays thus en- 
tailed every railroad man is familiar. 
Some time ago the roads began to enforce 
demurrage rules as strictly as possibie, but 
while this did something to relieve the pres- 
sure, it was as a drop in the bucket.

THE COMMISSIONERS. 


An Unsatisfactory Conference Held This 
Morning—New Elevated Railroad Bills 
in the City Council—Union Market Ar- 
cade—Municipal Matters. 


HE special committee 

of the residents of 

Park avenue, ap- 

pointed a few nights 

ago ata mass- meet 

ing of citizens, called 

on the Board of Pub- 

lic Improvements 

this morning. The 

committee consisted 

of J. T. Bands, Paul 

H. Bierman,Jobn A.

Barton. The object 

in view was to get 

the Board of Public 
Improvements to improve Park avenue from 
Ohio avenue westward to Grand ave- 
nue. The gentiemen said they thought that 
they were asking no more than was reason 
able, and that the city had appropriated 
$10,000 for the purpose and had never used the 
money, what they wanted was an improved 
street from Ohio avenue out, with a street- 
car track on it. This they said would benefit 
the property very much and that 
Mr. Charles Green, President of the 
Park Railway Company, bas promised 
them that he would keep all of the space be- 
tween the tracks and for some distance on 
either side of them in gvod repair it he could 
get down his tracks under the Park Railway 
Co. franchise, which is now a subject of con- 
troversy between him and the Council. The 
committee wanted the board to go 
ahead and do the work and in addi- 
tion give Mr. Green the required permission 
to lay the permanent track out Park avenue. 

The board then explained several matters 
which the committee did not seem to con- 
sider worthy of much attention. 

It was explained that the $10,000 tor the im- 
provement was not more than half enough to 
do the work, and that if the residents on that 
street would wait until after Junuary, 
1890, * new assessment could be 
made on the property, and the excess the city 
would have to pay would not be more than 
the amount of money it had on hand. On the 
street car track subject it was said that the 
citizens had made a slight mistake concerning 
the present tracks. When the per- 
mit was granted to the People’s 
road by the Mayor, it was dis- 
tinctly stated that under no circumstances 
should they be retained under the claim that 
they were there under the authority of the 
Park franchise. On that Mr. Green had signed 
an agreement to take up the temporary tracks 
and restore the street to the condition in 
which it was when he laid the tracks, as soon 
as the regular road was finished. The 
board suggested that if the 
mittee or the residents of 
avenue who werein favor of keeping the 
tracks there and of improving the streets 
would putup the extra amount needed the 
work might be done. It was further shown 
that in the Park Railway Franchise under 
which the citizens want the track operated 
there was nothing bindering Mr. Green to 
— the tracks in the condition he had prom- 
ised. 

The conference was not very satisfactory on 
either side and what move the committee will 
make next has not yet been decided upon. 


Elevated Roads. 


The Council Committee on Railroads, after 
its siege with the C., B. 4 C., Merchants’ Ter- 
minal and East End bills, will 
now take up the four elevated railroad bills 


which they have on their hands. The 
first one is the Broadway and Seventh 
Street Elevated Road. The second in the 
order of its introduction is the Fourth Street, 
Forest Park & Tower Grove Elevated Road, 
and the othertwo, the Carondelet, Fourth 
Street & Fair Grounds Elevated Road and the 
North & South Elevated’ Road. The most im- 
portant of these four measures are the Broad- 
way & Seventh Street and the North & South 
bills, as they are planned to run through the 
business part of th® cify from one end of town 
to the other. These two are ‘antagonistic to 

ach other as far as route is concerned. The 

roadway & Seventh Street asks for a route as 
follows: 

The elevated railroad, authorized by Sec. 
lof this ordinance, shall consist of a double 
track and shall begin at the north side of Mer- 
amec street and Broadway. thence north on, 
Broadway to Seventh street, thence north on 
Seventh street to the intersection of Seventh 
street and Broadway, thence north on Broad- 
way or Bellefontaine road to the east gate or 
entrance of Calvary Cemetery, thence north 
to the junction of Hall’s Ferry road. 

The north and south elevated road also 
wants Seventh street from BroadWay on the 
south to Broadway on the north, the ordi- 


„The said railway shall extend from the in- 
tersection of Broadway andthe northern city 
limits, to the intersection of Seventh street 

the River Des Peres at the 
over the following route, name- 
ly: Commencing at the northern 
terminus-aforesaid, and proceeding south- 
wardly on Broadway to Howard street, thence 
south on Seventh street to Broadway, thence 
south on Broadwey to Osceola street, thence 
weston Osceola street to Virginia avenue, 
thence south on Virginia avenue and Compton 
avenue to the Wilmington road, thence south- 
westwardly along and across intervening 
blocks and highways to Virginia avenue at the 
intersection of Iron street, thence south on 
Virginia avenue, Ivory avenue and Seventh 
street to the River Des Peres, the southern 
terminus. 

It can be seen that the routes conflict on the 
most important parts of the route, and it will 
be a hard task to decide which road will bave 
aright of way or whether both shall run over 
the same line or not. 

The Fourth Street, Forest Park & Tower 
Grove Elevated road asks for a route to begin 
at the east side of Fourth street, west on 
Olark avenue to Twentieth street, to 
Tom street, south on Tom street 
to Clark avenue, west on Clark avenue 
to Twenty-first street, south on Twenty-first 
street to Randolph street, west on Randoiph 
street to Jefferson avenue, across Jefferson 
avenue to Bernard street, west on Bernard 
street to Ewing avenue, to Montrose avenue. 
to Bernard street, weston Bernard street to 
Theresa avenue, north on Theresa avenue to 
Manchester road, weston Manchester road to 
the intersection of the Clayton road, west on

4A HEARTLESS DEED. 


Ar. Edward Cuninngham Shot and Serieusly 
N Wounded by Poachers. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DISPATCH. 

Bosrox, Mass., Nov. 22.—Mr. Edward Cun- 
ningham,one of the richest and most influen- 
tial citizens of the fashionable suburb of Mil- 
ton, was the victim ofan unprovoked assault 
yesterday afternoon by poachers.

A UNION SOLDIER’S TRIBUTE TO THE LATE 
A. J. WARNER.

A Man Whe While in the Rebel Service 
Gained the Gratitude and Leve of Union 
Prisoners—Libby Prison in 1861—Hew 
Capt. Warner Saved Hundreds of Lives 
—A Splendid Recerd. 


WELL - KNOWN 

citizen of St. 
Louis and an ex-soldier 
noticing in the Post- 
DISPATOH a telegraphic 
announcement from Cen- 
tralia, III., of the deata 
of Capt. A. J. Warner of 
that city, gave the fol- 
lowing account of his 
experiences with that 
gentleman during the war: 
„Capt. Warner during the rebellion was 
Quartermaster of Libby Prison. Libby Prison 
and all connected with it are, even to this 
late day, mentioned only with execration by 
the people of the North and the men every- 
where who upheld the Union. But there are 
exceptions to every rule and good, honest 
ahd true men are often found in the worst 
company. The majority of people, all 
in fact who know little or noth- 
ing of the secret history of the war, 
place Capt. Warner in the same category as 
the fiend of Andersonville and other demons 
who controlled the nolsome dungeons in 
whichso many patriots perished in misery 
and despair. But Capt. Warner was not one 
of these; he was an honorable, humane gen- 
tleman and a brave and noble man. I know 
whereof I speak, and I deem it my duty to say 
a good word for his memory and place him in 
his true light before the people of the country. 

RICHMOND AFTER BULL RUN. 

Iwasin Richmond when the civil war broke 
out. An uncomproniising Union man, I found 
at the time an escape to the Union lines im- 
possible. Iwas there when the first battle 
of Bull Run was fought and saw the arrival of 
the prisoners captured oy the Confederates. 
They were brought to Richmond in droves— 
tired, hungry, many of them wounded and all 
strangers to the privations of war. 
vision had been made for them; there were no 
quarters, no rations, no medical attendance 
tor them. They were crowded into old ware- 
houses, empty stabies and other places unfit 
for the habitation of men. Those who could 
not be stowed away inthe city were sent to 


Belle Isle, which soon became the isle of 
death. The prisoners were suffering the 
pangs of hunger and thirst and dying like the 
cattie on the plains of the Northwest after a 


blizzard. 
BRUTAL REBELS. 

Capt. Warner appealed to Gen. Northrop. 
the Confederate ‘Commissary of Supplies, in 
their behalf, and was brutally told that there 
were no rations for the ‘‘blue-bellied hire- 
lings; drive them into the river or let them 
die like rate in the trap to which they bave 
come.’’ Then he applied to Provost- Marshal 
Winder and was answered in the same vein. 

The prisoners were starving and dying by 
hundreds daily, and Warner’s feelings of 
manly indignation and his hogor as a soldier 
were excited. ning that there was a 
train of cars loaded with sweet pota 
ust across the river at Manchest 

@ went over, seized the entire lot, had them 
boliead, mashed up and run through ° res 
and manufactured into bread, which ne fe 
the starving soldiers of the Union, en ho 
hundreds of valuable lives and ameliorating 
suffering untold. , 

THIS ACT ALONE 


should make his memory honored by all true 
ts, but his whole course th — 
the war was distinguished 
similar humane and soldieriy nthe 
He was truly a brave and noble man 
and while discharging what he conscientiously — 
believed to be his duty, never forgot the con- 
sideration due a brave and noble ioe. Let his 
name go down to posterity as one who did 
what he conside his duty, under the most 
trying and extraordinary c roumstantes as a 
ee gentieman and a brave man.’’

Scenes at the Two Half-Mile Courses Which 
Should Be Stopped—The Great Jockey 
Clubs May Secure Legislation Against 
This Tin-Horn Running—Mavpifesto of the 
National League—Sporting News.

The organization owns 
the Guttenburg track, 
which has recently 
been rebuilt at a cost of 
$850,000. The track is 
ss designed for winter 

racing, and its pro- 


moters have made 


broad promises of what they would do in an 
effort to bring winter racing up to the level of 
the sport in summer. Yesterday was fixed 
upon as the inaugural day of the winter 
meeting, and with fair weather many earnest 
and reputable lovers of racing would have 
gone to the track to assist the management in 
an honest effort to promote pure racing. No 
sane person imagined that the club would go 
through the farce of racing in the storm. 
Nothing was to be gained by it. But the club 
flow its flag and opened its gates and for three 
hours offered a farce on a magnificent race 
track. This action was a severe blow to rac- 
ing as a pastime for gentlemen and as a source 
of recreation to many American women. It 
Was successful, even if not so designed, in 


degrading winter racing and proving the 
statements of its enemies that the main ob 
ject of such sport in winter is to give employ- 
ment to a lot of vicious people and to enable 
expert gamblers to gain a livelihood. No 
reputable person went tnrough the gates of 
the Hudson County Jockey Club yesterday. 
The gathering was made up of touts, stable- 
boys, trainers whose duty it was to bethere, 
and the riff-raff of metropolitan gamblers. 
THE EQUINE BRUTES 
that were sent out to flounder in the sea of 
mud made their way about the course, and 
— anxious to earn $25 piloted the mud- 
spattered horses. Gambiers, with whisky- 
painted faces, bet on the relative speed of the 
horses. The judges hung out the numbers of 
the first, second and third horses, the book- 
makers paid off on the winning animals, and 
this was what the Hudson County Jockey Club 
called sport. 
A PRECISELY SIMILAR SCENE 
was enacted at the Clifton race course, con- 
trolled by the Passaic County Agricultural 
Association. There was racing there because 
there was racing at Guttenburg. It is a case 
of dog eat dog with the two associations. At 
Clifton such racing veterans fas Judge Whee- 
ler, Secretary Sass, George Engeman and 
Treasurer Batterby gave countenance and au- 
thority to the sport. It was a melancholy 
spectacle. What is worse still is the certainty 
that it will be repeated. Both associations 
announce that they will race in rain, snowand 
-Sunshine, Christmas Day and New Year’s and 
every day but Sunday until April. 
This is something that demands the atten- 
tion and earnest action of 
THE GREAT JOCKBY CLUBS 
if they would notsee racing ruined. They 
have the remedy in their hands. They started 
out two years ago to legislate for the better- 
ment of the turf, but they did not have the 
moral courage to enforce laws they bad 
made. This winter racing will hurt the 
great jockey clubs. It will deter respect- 
able people from joining the forces of those 
who are now enrolled as regular race- 
goers. It will induce many persons who 
now enjoy racing to drop out oftheranks. It 
will bring to the front numbers of disreputa- 
ble people who would be more at home in 


— jails than in decent company, and will place a 


heavy handicap on all material progress in 
turf affairs. It is time to act with prudence 
and with earnestness. The nature of the 
necessary legisiation is known to jockey club 
officials. It is easy to make the laws, and 
with proper determination it is just as easy to 
enforce them. 

THE NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE, 
too, if it had any proper regard for ghe wel- 
fore of its people and the good repute of lo- 
calities within the jurisdiction of the State, 
would enact a law similar to that passed by a 
Republican Legislature in thie State, and, in 
the interest of the people as well as of true 
sport, provide that racing should not be legal 
except from May 15 to October 15, inclusive. 
Influences would arise to prevent such legis- 
lation, but. if New Jersey legisiators are true 
to their oaths of office, such influences would 
not avail. 

THE ATTENDANCE 

at the great race tracks during the season just 
at an ond fell off 20 per cent from the 
year before. This was largely owing to thefde- 
moralization consequent on winter racing. Let 
this species of alleged sport be stopped. It 
benefits inthe main persons who will never 
be missed from a true American race course.

DEFENDING THE SUGAR TRUST. 


A Trade Journal Comes to the Assistance 
of the Trust in Court Cases. 


There is probably none of the trusts in 
which St. Louis has a greater interest than in 
that formed to control the refining of sugar, 
and particularly as that trust is nowin the 
courts and being made a test as to the legality 
of trusts. The American Grocer, a prominent 
trade journal, has come to the defense of the 
trust, speaking of the attacks of the press as 
of the same character as those against Jacob 
Sharp, and of their applause of Judge Barrett 
as the same as the applause given in his case. 
It does not believe, however, that the Court 
of Appeals will affirm the decision already 
made. It is of the opinion that the trust has 
been unjustly blamed for the heavy advance 
in the price of sugar, and prints the following 
table toshow that the refineries have only 
maintained a refinery charge of 1% cent per 

ound, though 4 cents used to be considered a 

air margin:

The Grocer has also consulted its attorney, 
who concurs in the view thatthe Court of 
Appeals is not likely to be ghia pone by public 
prejudice and clamor, but will render a de- 
cision on the legal merits of the case without 
fear or favor from any quarter. He further 
calls attention to the fact that the New York 
act of 1848, which, it is alleged, the Sugar 
Trust has violated, expressly permits, by an 
amendment passed May 25, 1884, the consol- 
idation oftwo or more corporations to carry 
on a business for which the separate corpora- 
tions were created, and while without further 
examination of the casa he is not prepared to 
say that there may not have been a technical 
violation of the letter of the law by the North

HER BROTHERS HEARD FROM FAR DOWN 
‘ ON THE MISSISSIPPI. 


Their Connection With the Guardianship 
Quarrel and Abduction—F,. M. Estes 
Talks of Several Features of the Case— 
Why Alice Went Cheerfully With the 
Spinks—Oriminal Prosecutions Under 
Consideration.

N W. H. Brothers—in whose 
care Alice was at the 
| 3 time of her abduction, 
last Monday—saying that 
he had seen St. Louis papers containing ac- 
counts of the abduction of hig sister, and 
wanting to know if his presence in St. Louis 
was neéded, His next post-office address, he 
said would be Hickman, Ky. It was said on 
Monday that the brothers were probably con- 
cerned in the abduction. From the letter it 
appears they were not in St. Louis on Mon- 
day. 
F. H. ESTES, 
attorney for W. H. Brothers, who has been 
appointed guardian in the stead of Jobn G. 
Taylor, said this morning: ‘‘The brothers, 
Patrick and James, were not concerned nor 
interested in the abduction of Alice. After 
she ran away from her former guardian, 
Mr. Taylor, and was placed in the 
charge of Mrs. Brothers, she  con- 
cluded to ask that Mr. Brothers be 
made her guardian. Proceedings for change 
of guardian were begun and she told Judge 
Woernerthat she wished Mr. Brothers ap- 
pointed. Thecourt granted a continuance to 
last Monday that the attorneys for Mr. Taylor 
might have achance toshow that Mr. Brothers 
was not a proper person. The court was asked 
in whose charge the child would be during 
the interval and said unquestionably in 
Mr. Brothers’ charge. During that interval 
the girl’s brothers wished to see her. They 


wanted to knowif her choice was a free one. 
I had her brought to my office and she re- 
mained in a room for nearly an hour talking 
with her brothers. No one disturbed them or 
went near them. When they came out Pat- 
rick said he was perfectly satisfied. He had 
met Mrs. Brothers and knew that she 
WOULD BE KIND TO THE GIRL. 

He said that his sister told him she had 
never been treated so nicely before. James 
said he was satisfied too, and told me his 
sister bad asked him to have me take all the 
other children away from Mr. Taylor. I told 
him I would look into that after Alice’s case 
was disposed of, if they wished me 
to.

Life Insurance Co., Edward S. Rowe, trustee, 
Opera Glass Supply Co. and James W. Patter- 
son, trustee. e petition recites that Mar- 
garet Payne is the widow of Thomas J. Payne 
and the other plaintiffs his chilaren; that 
Robert H. yne was appointed cura- 
tor, and that on October 8 the said Robert H.

ROM present indica- 
tions the candidacy of 
Bt.

Masses at Marriage. 


The following taken from a local Catholic 
paper explainsarecent decree of much im- 
portance to Catholics: 

Some time ago a decree was issued from 


the Congregation of Rites making it obliga- 
tory on all priests to impart the nuptial biess- 
ing, as fonnd inthe Missal, to all whom they 
join in wedlock and instructing them to urge 
those who had entered that state without such 
biessing to obtain it ag soon as possible. 

This seemed to direct that the nuptial bless- 
ing should be given to those who were married 
outside of mass; and, in fact, many priests 
began to add the blessing of the Missal 
to the ordinary prayers oftheritual in cases 
where no mass was celebrated. Buta careful 
reading of the decree shows thatthe blessing 
is always to be given, but never outside the 
mass. Here is a seemin difficulty. Are 
simple marriages to be abolished and no mar- 
— in future contracted without a nuptial 
mass 

There is no real difficulty in the case. It is B 
not necessary that the nuptial mass should be 
said on the day of the marriage. The Sa- 
cred Congregation directs that all 
Catholics entering the marriage state 
should have a nuptial mass celebrated on the 
day of the weading or as soon as possible 
afterwards; and priests are instructed to 
enjoin thatduty uponthem. Hereafter there 
must bea Ouptial mass for every marriage, 
and that even where parties are too poor to 
pay for the expense of the function. e are 
lad of this, and feel sure that the inaugura- 
tion of this practice will effectually do away 
with those evening marriages hereafter.
